Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: On 
10/13/2009 the examiner called up applicant to negotiate allowance. During the course of interview it was mutually 
agreed to narrow down the scope of claims 54-56 in order to overcome art and potential 1 12 first issues. The examiner 
also suggested filing for a terminal disclaimer over claims in U.S. Patent 7,390,872. She also requested substituting a 
better expression or word for the phrase "NF-kB pathway", in claims 9, 17, which is not clearly known. It was also 
agreed to rejoin the elected invention with Groups ll-V and all species of Groups (a)-(f) (see office action of 6/23/09). In 
response, Mr. Cunningham indicated that he will contact the inventors, amend the claims as agreed upon and will file 
in a supplemental preliminary amendment together with a treminal disclaimer. On 10/26/09 the examiner called Mr. 
Cunningham again to request deleting the term "pathway" in claim 15 to overcome potential 112 second rejection. On 
10/26/09 Mr. Cunnigham gave the examiner authority to amend said claim is an Ex. amendmen.
